NOTABLE DISOOVARY. 


In tho opening of the case of Hart va. 
Burnett ot al, involving the validity of Peter 
Smith’s titles, which haa been in course of 
argument before the Supreme Court for a week 
past, it was insisted that an opinion in the 
celebrated case of Cohan ys, Roisin wag im- 
properly left out of the reports, On yesterday, 
during the argument by Mr. Nugent, the ori- 
ginal papers in that cage were called for, when 


Chief Justice Field discovered and announced 
that the following waa the real opinion of tho 
Court, as much es the decision which Is puv- 
lished in the reports, The opinion heretofore 
accepted as decisive in the case was drawn by 
Justice Heydenfeldt. To its conclusion Chief 
Justico Murray and Justico Wella gave their 
concurrence, Chief Justice Murray then placed 
upon record the reasonings, as below, Justice 
Wella concurring in beth the argument and 
the conclusion. Fo. six yeara, then, from an 
orror of the reporter, Justice Heydenfeldt’s 
opinion bags been the recoived record as the 
DELISION in this great “stare devisis” case. 
Here is the quthoritative document, the lan- 
guage of which has juat wakened to ita legi- 
timato vitality ; 

W. ohus, Appellint, vs. Rown d Le Gust 
Hespundenta,—Opinion by Chief Justice Murray. 
I cmcur with my associate in the conclusions to 
which he hos arrived, because I am satistiod that 
long before tho grant upon which tha cuntro- 
versy arigeo wao oxceuted, the pueblo of Son 
Fronciseo was organised, and g grant of pneblo 
or municipal lnnda mado to it by the Governor 
and confirmed by tho Territorial Legislature of 
Cohifurnia, That undor tho Mexican laws at 
that time in force said mantetpal landa became 
tho absoluto property of the pueblo, subject only 
m thoir disposition to the general lows of Mex co, 
That the occupation and subsequont acquisition 
of California by tho United states did not suspend 
or dotorming the rights or taterest of San Fran- 
cisco m sod lands, ond if ony intorest passed to 
the Government of tho Umted States by the ac 
quiaitin of this couatey, tho samo has been ro- 
conveyed by tho Act of Congress, pansed March 
Nd, 1851, entitled "on Act to ascertain and settle 
tho privato land claims in Calformia;” tho 14th 
section of which operated as a grant of said lands 
ta the city of Son Froncines. It is too inte to 
question the authority undor which Bryant wes 
clocted Alcoldo; even admitting it to havo beon 
invalid, his acts ss a defacto officer munt bo 
holden good by this Court.

correspondent of the Red Bluff Beacon, who has | 
been ongaged in tho late oxpeditions at the 
North against the Indians, giva the follawing lo-

Advancing slowly down tho doclivity of tho 
mountain, not altogether porpondicalar, but 
which looked more hike a bear slide than any | 
other thing I can compare it with, wo soon found | 
ourselves upon o smoll creek which ompties into | 
Pitt river about fifty miles above Pitsburg. | 
Thero tho thought of capturing Indians, and | 
everything elga pertaining to our condition, was | 
for a momont forgotten, by the suddon appear- | 
ance of one of the greatest curiosities wo ever | 
bohold in theso mountains.

mond correspondent of the New York Herald 


takes the lead in absurdity. He says: 


The most plausiblo plan yot devised for tho re- 
leaso of wold Brown “hog beon recently 
doveloped through somo agency ot tho North 
favorable to the pro-slavory causo. The plen is 
to mako a doscont upon some of tho order 
regions of Virginia, and spirit off somo of hor 
leading citizopa, who should bo held as hostages 
to await tho samo fate as Brown. I understond 
that the whole plan has beon roveoled to the 
authorities here, and the presumption is that 
some points on the Eastern shore, accessible by 
steamer, may bo chosen as the most available 
for a successful consummation of this daring 
purposs. With this view there would be little 
difficulty in chartering a steamer m Baltimore 
or Philudelphis; ond os to the fact of soizing 
and carrying off the hostages, nothing is more 
practicable, No militar: guard could be organ- 
ined upon a footing of etliclency sufficient to 
guarantee the sofoty of every private individual 
along the borders of Virginia against such a 
descent as this plan is smd to contemplate. 
Thore is very litt difficulty in accomplishing 
it, but tho sequel would bo disastrous, Yirginis 
would undoubtedly retaliate ond pursue this 
system of roprisal to the point of civil war. 

The writer then proceeds to give his views at 
length upon the modus operandi of the acheme, 
and its probable effect if put into execution. 
Of courae any attempt to enforce such a plan 
would result in a border warfare ag bitter and 
deadly as that which prevailed for so many 
centurles between the Moors and Spaniards in 
the South of Spain, But there is no proba- 
bility thata scheme which would prove so 
bloodshedding in ita results existed anywhere 
except in the brains of newspaper sensation 
correspondents, Tho rumors upon which Col. 
Davis telegraphed Gov. Wise for more tro^ps 
to guard Harper's Ferry and the prisoners at 
Charlestown, sbaurd as they were, must have 
been more than half believed or they would 
not have been so hastily acted upon.

A few malicious men, 
as has been demonstrated, can, by circulating 
reports, accompanied by acts enough to give 
them s color of truth, so operate upon public 
opinion in Virginia as to cause tha Governor to 
order out her volunteer soldiers to resist au 
imaginary invasion, The consequences which 
would follow three or four such campaigus 
would bo dieastrous to property in slaves in all 
the Northern counties In the State.
